Death In Feudal Wartare 


Franklin and Williamson 
County Bristle With

BENTON, IIL, Dec. 13 —Two coun­ 
ties in southern Illinois bristled with 
armament today following the latest 
out break of gang warfare which 
claimed Joe Adams, mayor of West 
City, as a victim. 
Adams was shot to death by two 
gunmen who called him to the door of 
his home on the pretext of delivering 
a letter. 
The killers, unidentified, 
then fled to a waiting automobile and 
escaped. 
The shooting occurred in Franklin 
county, adjoining “bloody William­ 
son," the battle ground of bitter feuds 


that have flared during the past five 
years. 
The killing of Adams, .as well as 
seven previous killings, is attributed 
by authorities to the feud between the 
Birger and Shelton factions, rival 
bootleg gangs. 
Adams was said to have been al­ 
igned with the Shelton crowd. He was 
the second mayor to fall victim in the 
gang war. Jeff Stone, mayor of Colp,

was 
assassinated on Nov. 7 last, when he 
walked Into a machine gun ambuscade. 
The gangster feud has been featured 
by employment of all modern methods 
of warfare, including poison gas, ma­ 
chine guns and even an airplane.

Keep The Pot Boiling 
In accordance with its annual custom, the Salvation Armj 
today is engaged in raising fonds to meet the cost of Christmas 
dinners and winter relief for the needy in the East Liverpool dis­ 
trict. Appeals for funds have been mailed to persons whose gen­ 
erosity in the past has made possible much happiness for the 
poor during Yuletide season, while kettles for other contributions 
Steve been placed on street corners. 
In order to provide food and fuel for the poor whose circum­ 
stances are due to sickness, unemployment or misfortune, approxi­ 
mately $3,000 is needed, according to an estimate of Field Major 
Joseph Hughes and his co-workers. This means a per capita con­ 
tribution of less than 15 cents. 
Aside from the calls for food and fuel, the Salvation Army is 
besieged with appeals for clothing. In order to solve this problem 
representative^of tile Army, Red Cross and other relief agencies, 
Upon the recommendation of city officials who arranged for a 
recent conference, have designated next Saturday as “Bundle and 
Toy Day,” when Boy Scouts will collect cast-off wearing apparel 
sod toys which will be turned over to the religious organization. 
Remember the campaign slogan, “Keep the Pot Boiling, and 
also send wearable garments to the relief committee’s head­ 
quarters. It is a worthy cause and deserves support. 


The Rising Surplus 
This has been such a profitable year for American business 
Blat it is expected the government surplus for the fiscal year end­ 
ing next June will be nearly $400,000,000. Naturally the people 
who have paid that money, largely in the form of income taxes, 
should benefit by it. 
President, congress and public are all agreed on that principle. 
There is no agreement, however, on the application of the prin­ 
ciple—the form in which the benefit shall be shared. 
j The president does not insist on his first proposal that the 
surplus shall be given to income taxpayers as a rebate. There has 
bean some criticism of that plan, on two grounds—first that it 
would not necessarily be giving thfc money back to^ those who had 
paid it, and second, that a surplus had better be applied to re­ 
ducing the national debt. 
The latter suggestion seems to appeal more strongly to the 
public as the discussion proceeds. The president himself remarks 
that such procedure “is eventually tax reduction,” because every 
million of war debt paid off releases the government from the 
necessity of raising the money to pay interest on it. 
A compromise of these two ideas may be adopted by con­ 
gress. Such action would probably suit the public well enough- 
far better, arty way, than congress blowing the money on new and 
unnecessary expenditures. 


Money and Esteem 
American cities are notoriously lavish in their methods of 
welcoming celebrities to their midst or paying homage to the 
good and the brave. But now and then something happens to 
make citizens wander whether the right expressions of respect 
have been chosen and whether the end sought is sufficiently well 
served to be worth the high cost. 
Such thoughfulne8S has been forced in New York by the re­ 
cent refusal of the comptroller to approve several bills incurred by 
the city in welcoming heroes and royalty. The bills denied run 
Into thousands of dollars. They include such items as scrolls 
offering the freedom of the city and coating $935, flowers for 
■rives of the honored ones at $50, auto hire for care “never used” 
st $689, gold-plated badges at $112£0, stenographic reports af the 
Immortal words of speakers at $45, flashlight of the mayor at $40, 
coffee and sandwiches at $335AO, and so on. It may be an un- 
asually long list, but other cities probably have their own pretty 
good imitations. 
Some of the visitors so expensively Welcomed are of really 
great note—for example, Capt. Fried and Chief Officer Miller of 
the Roosevelt. Certain royal visitors, too, seems to justify a little 
special expenditure. But when the custom is extended to movie 
and beauty queens and swimming champions and everybody that 
has broken into sudden popular approval, it begins to look a little 
foolish.

And even when honoring such worthy heroes as the brave 
Alen from the Roosevelt—just how much respect, esteem and honor 
Jan be expressed in a $935 illuminated scroll? Especially when, 
ss is charged, the words of praise are couched in poor English? 
American standards for such things are a bit confused We think

Two months’ trial of the new passport 
regulations of th© Department of State 
whereby American consular officers

passports to American j 
citizens in foreign countries point to 
their success and value.

their applications at consular offices, 
hut the actual Issuance of the pass­ 
ports was in Washington.

It is true that thcT board of educa­ 
tion of the Independent school dis­ 
trict of Chester has submitted a bond 
issue in the sum of 660,000, and if 
authorized by the voters, the money 
will be expended to secure for your­ 
selves and children the benefits of a 
mush needed assembly room, attached 
to the high school, the installation of 
sanitary toilets and heating furnaces 
for the grade schools, completion of 
existing class rooms, and providing for 
additional 
equipment 
for 
teaching 
other branches in the high school, and 
further to enclose the athletic field. 
We, as your board of education and 
public servants have only the best in­ 
terest of our young people at heart 
and it is not our desire to force any­ 
thing upon you but feel that the youug 
people of Chester are worthy of con­ 
ditions and equipment offered by -other 
schools.

COUNTY FARM 
BUREAU HOLDS 
ANNUAL MEET 


Session is Featured by 
[Talks on Taxation and 
Farm Problems. 


OFFICERS N A M E D 


D a l l a s Hahn, Home­ 
worth, is Elected Presi­ 
dent for Next Year. 


■Warren F. Perry, secretary of the 
M anufacturers’ association of Youngs­ 
tow n told 300 mem bers of the Colum­ 
biana county farm bureau a t the an­ 
nual farm bureau m eeting a t Lisbon, 
last 
Saturday 
afternoon, how the 
school tax of the City of Youngstown 
was reduced one mill, and after five 
new schools were built and opened 
this year. 
Mr. Perry declared this was made 
possible through close contact w ith 
taxing authorities, a n d th at still other 
reductions w ere in sight. 
“C. A. Dyer, Ohio legislative agent 
for the bureau is the moses th at is 
leading the tax payers of the state 
out of the w ilderness,” Mr. Perry 
declared. “He knows more about this 
subject than any other one man in 
th e entire state. Our conferences with 
him have been fruitful, and when 
you learn th at in the city of Youngs­ 
town, after five new schools have 
been built and opened, and the school 
tax reduced one mill, you can realize 
th a t we have accomplished something. 
The high tax rate in Ohio is stop­ 
ping the expansion of m anufacturing 
In Ohio. The Youngstown mills arc 
not expanding, because of the high 
tax rate, while industries in other 
states are thriving. Because of the 
high Ohio tax rates, production costs 
of plants in the Youngstown district 
are higher than in the Pittsburgh dis­ 
trict.” 
This was the first tim e th at a rep­ 
resentative of m anufacturing inter­ 
ests ever addressed a farm bureau 
m eeting a t Lisbon, and the appear­ 
ance of Mr, Perry was brought about 
after it was learned th at he had re­ 
cently addres vd a group m eeting of 
farm bureau leaders of the E astern 
Ohio district a t Ravenna, a t which 
tim e C hester G ray,. legislative agent 
for the farm 
bureau 
federation 
a t 
W ashington, also spoke, as did Mr. 
Dyer. 
“The American farm er is not get­ 
ting a return on his capital invested 
or labor expended com m ensurate with 
th at received by money invested in in­ 
dustry and labor expanded in other 
than agricultural pursuits,” declared 
M urray D. Lincoln, secretary of the 
■Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, with 
offices at Columbus. 
“The farm ers’ income in 1900-1 \ 
averaged $456 a year or $200 less 
than th at received bv other workers. 
In 1920 25 It was $613 against $1,400 
for other workers. R eturn on invest­ 
ment, for the farm er in both a la­ 
borer and user of capital was 1.7 per 


factors as can be reduced through co­ 
operative purchasing. Financial plans 
m ust be developed- which will come 
closer to fitting the 
needs of 
the 
farm ing business. 
Taxes can be ac­ 
tually reduced, and better distributed, 
thereby giving agriculture a fairer 
chance and reducing overhead

“The fertility of our farm s is being 
depleted a t the rate of about $400.- 
000,000 annually,” Mr. Lincoln declar-

d. 
“Evidently farm ers are not get- 
Ing sufficient return 
to 
m aintain 
their agricultural 
plants, 
including 
building repair and 
other 
m ainten­ 
ance. 
They have not found it profit­ 
able to m aintain the land in improved 
farm s or under cultivation in the face 
of their net returns. 
In spite of 
a 
large gain in population in other than 
rural sections, ti e per capita acreage 
of crops planted has declined since 
1900, and since 1907 the yield per 
acre has declined.” 
Mr. Lincoln stated th at no form of 
legislation can cure all these ills, but 
th at most of them , in his opinion, 
will have to be tackled in a syste­ 
m atic way by farm ers themselves. 
“It is entirely up to the farmer, 
with the helpful cooperation of other 
groups 
to improve 
this situation,” 
Mr. Lincoln said in closing. “Only a 
supreme effort through organizations 
Olathe part of the farm ers them selves 
will put agriculture hack on its feet 
w ithin a reasonable length of tim e.”

W arren F. Perry, secretary of the 
Manufacturers’ association of Youngs­ 
town told 300 members of the Colum­ 
biana county farm bureau at the an­ 
nual farm bureau meeting at Lisbon, 
last 
Saturday 
afternoon, how tile 
school tax of the City of Youngstown 
was reduced one mill, and after five 
new schools were built and opened 
this year. 
Mr. Perry declared this was made 
possible through close contact with 
taxing authorities, and that still other 
reductions were in sight. 
“C. A. Dyer, Ohio legislative agent 
for the bureau is the moses that is 
leading the tax payers of the state 
out of the wilderness,’’ Mr. Perry 
declared. “He knows more about this 
subject than any other one man in 
the entire state. Our conferences with 
him have been fruitful, and when 
you learn that in the city of Youngs­ 
town, after five new schools have 
been built and opened, and the school 
tax reduced one mill, you can realise 
that we have accomplished something. 
The high tax rate in Ohio is stop­ 
ping the expansion of manufacturing 
In Ohio.# The Youngstown mills are 
not expanding, because of the high 
tax rate, while Industries In other 
states are thriving. Because of the 
high Ohio tax rates, production costs 
of plants in the Youngstown district 
are higher than in the Pittsburgh dis­ 
trict.” 
This was the first time that a rep­ 
resentative of manufacturing inter­ 
ests ever addressed a farm bureau 
meeting at Lisbon, and the appear­ 
ance of Mr. Perry was brought about 
after it was learned that he had re­ 
cently addres'Vd a group meeting of 
farm bureau leaders of the Eastern 
Ohio district a t Ravenna, at which 
time Chester Gray,. legislative agent 
for the farm 
bureau 
federation at 
Washington, also spoke, as did Mr. 
Dyer. 
“The American farmer is not get­ 
ting a return on his capital Invested 
or labor expended commensurate with 
that received by money invested in in­ 
dustry and labor expanded in other 
than agricultural pursuits,” declared 
Murray D. Lincoln, secretary of the 
•Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, with 
offices at Columbus. 
“The farmers’ income in 1900-11 
averaged $456 a year or $200 loss 
than that received bv other workers. 
In 1920-25 it was $613 against $1,400 
for other workers. Return on invest­ 
ment, for the farmer in both a la­ 
borer and user of capital was 1.7 per 
cent, for 1920-25 and only 2Vj percent 
In 1925-26.

"Evidently farmers are not get- 
Ing sufficient return 
to 
maintain 
their agricultural 
plants, 
including 
building repair and 
other 
mainten­ 
ance. 
They have not found it profit­ 
able to maintain the land in improved 
farms or under cultivation in the face 
of their net returns. 
In spite of 
a 
large gain in population in other than 
rural sections, the per capita acreage 
of crops planted has declined since 
1900, and since 1907 the yield per 
acre has declined.” 
Mr. Lincoln stated that no form of 
legislation can cure all these ills, but 
that most of them, in his opinion, 
will have to be tackled in a syste­ 
matic way by farmers themselves. 
“It is entirely up to the farmer, 
with the helpful cooperation of other 
groups 
to improve this situation,” 
Mr. Lincoln said in closing. “Only a 
supreme effort through organizations 
oiwthe part of the farmers themselves 
will put agriculture back on its feet 
within a reasonable length of time.” 
In presenting the annual report of 
the service department of the Colum­ 
biana County Farm bureau, Phil E.

The Rising Surplus 
This has been such a profitable year for American business 
that it is expected the government surplus for the fiscal year end­ 
ing next June will be nearly $400,000,000. Naturally the people 
who have paid that money, largely in the form of income taxes, 
should benefit by it. 
President, congress and public are all agreed on that principle. 
There is no agreement, however, on the application of the prin­ 
ciple—the form in which the benefit shall be shared. 
Tho president does not insist on his first proposal that the 
surplus shall be given to income taxpayers as a rebate. There has 
been some criticism of that plan, on two grounds first that it 
would not necessarily be giving th£ money back to^ those who had 
paid it, and second, that a surplus had better be applied to re­ 
ducing the national debt. 
The latter suggestion seems to appeal more strongly to the 
public as the discussion proceeds. The president himself remarks 
that such procedure “is eventually tax reduction,” because every 
million of war debt paid off releases the government from the 
necessity of raising the money to pay interest cm it. 
A compromise of these two ideas may be adopted by con­ 
gress. Such action would probably suit the public well enough- 
far better, anyway, than congress blowing the money on new and 
unnecessary expenditures.

M oney and Esteem 
American cities are notoriously lavish in their methods of 
welcoming celebrities to their midst or paying homage to the 
good and the brave. But now and then something happens to 
make citizens wonder whether the right expressions of respect 
have been chosen and whether the end sought is sufficiently well 
served to be worth the high cost. 
Such thoughfulness has been forced in New York by the re­ 
cent refusal of the comptroller to approve several bills incurred by 
the city in welcoming heroes and royalty. The bills denied run 
Into thousands of dollars. 
They Include such items as scrolls 
offering the freedom of the city and costing $935, flowers for 
wives of the honored ones at $50, auto hire for care "never used” 
it $689, gold-plated badges at $112.50, stenographic reports of the 
Immortal words of speakers at $45, flashlight of the mayor at $40, 
toffee and sandwiches at $335.50, and so on. It may be an un­ 
usually long list, but other cities probably have their own pretty 
food imitations. 
Some of the visitors so expensively welcomed are of really 
great note—for example, Capt. Fried and Chief Officer Miller of 
the Roosevelt. Certain royal visitors, too, seems to justify a little 
special expenditure. But when the custom is extended to movie 
and beauty queens and swimming champions and everybody that 
has broken into sudden popular approval, it begins to look a little 
foolish. 
v 
And even when honoring such worthy heroes as the brave 
Alen from the Roosevelt—just how much respect, esteem and honor 
2an be expressed in a $935 illuminated scroll? Especially when, 
is is charged, the words of praise are couched in poor English? 
American standards for such things are a bit confused. We think 
ihat money and gilt and buttons and badges can express deep 
feeling better than bared heads, respectful silence, honest tears 
and proud and loyal hearts.

The change was made possible by 
tho act of congress of July 3, 1939. 
Not all consuls are authorised to Is­ 
sue passports. 
The law leaves It to 
the discretion of the secretary

state to designate those who may ex­ 
ercise this authority, but

large 
number have been so designated — I 
sufficient to care for the needs -1 j 
Americans in all parts of the world.

ANNUAL MEET 


Session is Featured by 
Talks on Taxation and 
Farm Problems.

D a l l a s Hahn, Home­ 
worth, is Elected Presi­ 
dent for Next Year. 


W arren F. Perry, secretary of the 
M anufacturers* association of Youngs­ 
town told 300 mem bers of the Colum­ 
biana county farm bureau a t the an­ 
nual farm bureau m eeting a t Lisbon, 
last 
Saturday 
afternoon, how the 
school tax of the City of Youngstown 
was reduced one mill, and after five 
new schools were built and opened 
this year. 
Mr. Perry declared this was made 
possible through closo contact with 
taxing authorities, and th at still other 
reductions were in sight. 
**€. A. Dyer, Ohio legislative agent 
for the bureau is the moses that is 
leading the tax payers of the state 
out of the w ilderness,** Mr. Perry 
declared. “He knows more about this 
subject than any other one man In 
tho entire state. Our conferences with 
him have been fruitful, and when 
you learn th at In tho city of Youngs­ 
town, after five new schools have 
been built and opened, and the srh*>«l 
tax reduced one mill, you can realise 
th at we have accomplished somethin*. 
The high tax rate In Ohio is stop­ 
ping the expansion of m nnufarturlng 
In Ohio. The Youngstown mills are 
not expanding, because of the high 
tax rate, while industries in other 
states are thriving. Because of the 
high Ohio tax rates, production costs 
of plants in the Youngstown distr!* t 
are higher than in the Pittsburgh dis­ 
trict.” 
This was the first tim e that a rep­ 
resentative of m anufacturing inter­ 
ests ever addressed a farm bureau 
m eeting at Lisbon, and the appear­ 
ance of Mr. Perry was brought about 
after it was learned th at he had re­ 
cently a d d re s td a group m eeting of 
farm bureau leaders of the Eastern 
Ohio district a t Raven**, a t which 
tim e C hester G ray,, legislative agent 
for tho farm 
bureau 
federation 
at 
W ashington, also spoke, as did Mr. 
Dyer. 
"The American farm er fs not get­ 
ting a return on his capital invested 
or labor expended com m ensurate with 
th at received by money invested in in­ 
dustry and labor expanded in other 
than agricultural pursuits.” declared 
M urray D. Lincoln, secretary of the 
■Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, with 
offices at Columbus. 
"The farm ers’ income in 1900-11 
averaged 1406 a year or $200 lc .s 
than that received bv other workers. 
In 1920 25 it was $613 against $1,400 
for other workers. R eturn on invent 
ment, for the farm er in both a la­ 
borer and user of capital was 1.7 per 
cent, for 1920-25 and only 2Vs percent 
In 192J5-28. 
This can he compared to 
the six and seven percent average of 
railroads, utilities and industrial re­ 
turns as shown in Mondv’s nianal. 
“Cost factors as well as selling 
priest* are im portant 
and farm ers 
them selves m ust fight to get their 
fair share of economic returns. Agri­ 
culture in Ohio is not in as had shape 
as that of many other states, but while 
agriculture in Ohio was returning to 
ngprly pre-war level, other industries 
are going above that level. 
“Capital, labor and m aterial costs 
and taxation have 
increased much 
faster than the prices of farm pro­ 
ducts. 
Inequalities in the operation 
of the tariff have probably helped to 
bring this situation about 
National 
legislation end organization are the 
only answ ers to any such eonalitlVs. 
But. most of the factors in the situa­ 
tion constitute a challenge to farm ers 
them selves to im prove their nositlon,” 
Mr. Lincoln called attention to a 
num ber of factors in the agricultural 
situation which he believes can only 
be improved by the fanners thom- 
lelves. F urther developm ent of co­ 
operative m arketing, he declared will 
mcrease the percentage of the con 
Burners’ dollar received by the pro­ 
ducer and Improve the m arketing sit­ 
uation in general. 
Organization can 
have considerable effect on such cost 


factors as can bo reduced through co 
operative purchasing. Financial plans 
m ust bo developed- which will come 
closer to fitting tho 
needs of 
the 
farm ing business. 
Taxes can be ac­ 
tually reduced, and better distributed, 
thereby giving agriculture a fairer 
chanco and reducing overhead 
ex­ 
penses. 
“The fertility of our farm s is being 
depleted a t the rate of about $400- 
OoO.OOO annually,” Mr. Lincoln declar­ 
ed. 
"Evidently farm ers are not get­ 
ting sufficient return 
to 
m aintain 
their agricultural 
plants. 
Including 
building repair and 
other 
m ainten­ 
ance. 
They have not found it profit­ 
able to m aintain the land in improved 
farm s or under cultivation in the fain 
of their net returns. 
In spite of 
a 
largo gain in population in other than 
rural sections, tho per capita acreago 
of crops planted haa declined sh o e 
1900, and since 1907 the yield per 
acre has declined.” 
Mr. Lincoln stated that no form of 
legislation can core ail these Ills, hut 
th at most of them , in his opinion, 
will have to be tackled in a syste­ 
m atic way by farm ers them selves 
"It Is entirely up to the farm er, 
with the helpful cooperation of other 
groups 
to improve 
this situation,” 
Mr. Lincoln said in closing. “Only a 
suprem e effort through o rg an izatio n 
civ*he part of the farm ers them selves 
will put agriculture ba* k on its feet 
w ithin a reasonable length of tim e.” 
In presenting the annual report of 
the service departm ent of the Colum­ 
biana County Farm bureau, Phil E. 
Helm disclosed th at 139 shippers of 
wool consigned through co-operative 
channels during the last %year 42.959 
pounds of wool. His departm ent hand­ 
led the following business.
